WILMINGTON - Selectman 
John Forrest has taken himself 
out of the game. 

On| Tuesday, January 28, 
Forrest informed Town Clerk 
Kay Scanlon that he will not 
seek the seat on the Board of 
Selectmen that offers one year 
of an ired term. Forrest 
had taken out nomination 
papers for the available posi- 
tion in January. 

Forrest was appointed to the 
board in October, in order to fill 
a vacancy that had been creat- 
ed in July when Scott Garrant 
resigned as selectman. 

When contacted by the Town

Crier, Forrest cited health rea- 
sons for his decision’to with- 
draw from the race. 

For some residents, Forrest's 
appointment proved controver- 
sial in that his last-minute bid 
for the vacancy, bested the 
requests of twelve other candi- 
dates who sought the post dur- 
ing the three months that fol- 
lowed Garrant’s resignation. 

Selectman Michael McCoy, in 
particular, challenged the 
appointment. He filed a com- 
plaint with the Board of 
Registrars and secured a hear- 
ing in which he argued that 
Forrest was not a true resident 
of Wilmington. Forrest, who 


operates a service station at the 
corner of Lowell and West 
Streets, is registered as a resi- 
dent at 4 Baland Road. He also 
owns homes outside of town. 
McCoy lost his argument. 

With Forrest out of the race, 
the pursuit for the one-year 
seat on the board is now led by 
candidates Stephen Costa, 
Mark Nelson, Suzanne Sullivan 
and Daniel Wandell, Jr. 

The other selectman race, in 
which candidates are vying for 
a three-year term on the board, 
remains unchanged since 
reports that were made in the 
Town Crier two weeks ago.

WILMINGTON - His broad- 
casting experience includes 


backstage passes to a Dave 
Matthews Band concert, a live 
encounter with Paul McCartney 
and annual tickets to WBCN’s 
River Rave. Not bad. 

Mark Calandrello, of 
Wilmington, commonly known 
as Cali, has been working for 
the radio station WBCN 104.1 
for five years this January. 
Last weekend, he added one 
more responsibility to his role 
as the Assistant Promotions 
Director by becoming an on-air 
deejay. 

When Cali tackled his first on- 
air shift on Saturday morning, 
he was faced with a difficult 
task within minutes of taking 
the mike. The space shuttle 
Columbia had lost contact with 
NASA and America was dealt 
yet another tragedy. 

“So I had to talk about that,” 
Cali says. “It was very hard 
because I wasn’t sure what to 
say or how to react. All I knew 
was that I had to report on it 
and still play music and be 
somewhat entertaining at the 
same time. Sunday’s show 
went a million times better and 
was a lot easier.” 

Saturday may have 
been his big debut on the air, 


Cali is no stranger when it 
comes to the radio business. 

“I knew since I was a kid that 
T wanted to We in radio,” he 
states. “I remember days at the 
West Intermediate, where I 
would tell my friends that 


someday I would do it.” 

After graduating from 
Wilmington High School in 
1994, Cali attended the 


University of Massachusetts at 
Lowell. When the time came 
for him to complete an intern- 
ship, he knew just where to 
call 

“I called KISS 108 FM every 
day for three weeks until final- 
ly they told me to come in,” 
says Cali. 

He began interning at KISS, 
where he helped out with pro- 
motions one night a week. At 
the mid-point of his internship, 
he dropped out of school but did 
not tell his bosses at KISS. He 
continued to work at that radio 
station, without pay for one 
year. 

“I was literally there 24/7 
until, finally, I went to the 
General Manager and gave her 
a list of things that needed full- 
time help,” he remembers. 
aay finally hired me full 


A ibe age of 21, Cali jumped 
to WBCN, where he was a part- 


time member of a street crew 
that did on-air promotions, Six 
months later, he advanced to 
his current position. Cali’s 
duties include hosting | on-site 


ing live from special events. 
And then there are the bene- 
fits to Cali’s job: He gets free 
tickets to concerts and gets to 
meet some big time celebrities, 
He also gets recognized on the 
‘street and, once in a while, even 
gets asked for an autograph. 
“It’s always a cool feeling 
when someone gives you a com- 
pliment about something you 
said or did,” says Cali. 

Cali certainly uses the perks 
of his job to the best of his 
advantage. He is a huge fan of 
the Dave Matthews Band, 
which plays frequently on 
WBCN. Cali has seen the band 
in concert more than 30 times 
and has even had the opportu- 
nity to interview Matthews. In 
fact, Cali has become a famil- 
iar face to the band, so much so 
that it is no longer a surprise to 
him when they call him by 


name.

‘ Bookends discusses East of Eden

WILMINGTON - Bookends met 

| January 2 to discuss East of Eden 
‘ by John Steinbeck and voted a 
‘ unanimous thumbs-up 
Nineteen fifty-two, the year 
‘ Nobel prize winning author John 
' Steinbeck’s sprawling, 602 page 
novel East of Eden was published, 
was a time of what critic David 
Wyatt calls... “A sudden decline in 
: the power of women in relation to 
the public world.” In The Feminine 
Mystique, published 11 years after 
Eden, author Betty Friedan notes 
“The proportion of women attend- 
ing collegein comparison with men 
dropped from 47 percent in 1920 to 
35 percent in 1958. A century ear- 
lier, women had fought for higher 
education; now girls went to col- 
lege to get a husband. By the mid- 
‘ fifties, 60 percent dropped out of 
college to marry...” 

It must have been somewhat 
shocking, then, when Steinbeck 
introduced arguably the central 

‘ character of East of Eden, Kate 
Albey. Kate, formerly Cathy Ames, 
Catherine Amesbury and Cathy 

sk, owns the meanest 

{ Whorehouse in Salinas. Kate, beau- 
tiful, independent and evil so 

+ loathes being tied down that she 

‘ murders her parents, burns down 
their house, seduces her brother- 
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in-law on her wedding night, at- 
tempts to self-abort, shoots her 
husband and abandons her twin 
sons shortly after their birth, be- 
comes a whore, and murders the 
madam. Somein Bookends consic- 
ered Kate their favoritecharacter, 
although many found her pure evil- 
ness unbelievable. This also pro- 
moted a comparison of Kate and 
Abra, a young woman introduced 
later in the book, and a discussion 
of the theme of motherhood. 

The title East of Eden comes 
from Genesis 4:16, “And Cain went 
out ‘from the presence of the Lord, 
and dwelt in the Land of Nod, on 
the east of Eden.” It is an allegory 
beginning with Adam's expulsion 
from Eden and culminating in the 
story of Cain and Abel. Steinbeck 
does this by weaving the fictional 
Trask family into the story of his 
own, real family, the Hamiltons in 
the Salinas Valley of California 
We meet most of Eden’s major 
characters as children. (The ex- 
ceptions are strong, a parental fig- 
ure such as Cyrus and Alice Task, 
Samand Liza Hamilton, and Adam 
Trask’s Chinese cook, the Berke- 
ley-educated Lee. Lee was another 
of Bookends’ favorite characters.) 

This is because, in Steinbeck’s 
eyes the story of mankind truly 
begins with a child’s fear of being 
unloved and rejected by a parent 
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nsored by a representative from the Paul Revere House. 
h of whom are students of Mrs. Fiske who “starred” as 


and the anger, action and guilt 
which follow: Therefore we meet 
Adam Trask, favoriteson of Cyrus, 
and Adam’sbrother Charles. Adam 
is forced to enlist in the army to 
escape Charles, whose jealousy of 
his brother is such that he very 
nearly kills him. Later, we see the 
theme of sibling rivalry repeated 
in the relationship of Adam's Sons 
Caleb and Aron. (It is this relation- 
ship that viewers of Elia Kazan’s 
production of East of Eden, star- 
ring James Dean as Cal, will re- 
member). 

Steinbeck layers this book with 
meditations on war, the turn to the 
century, mass production versus 
the soul and intellect of. the indi- 
vidual and more. Another of the 
book’s themes is self determina- 
tion and freedom of choice against 
perpetuating the cycle of jealousy 
and vengeance. He ends his book 
with the word “timshel” which he 
translates from the Hebrew as 
“thou mayest.” Steinbeck’s char- 
acters may choose to embrace the 
possibility of love and forgiveness.

At a time when Americans are bracing themselves for the 
tragedies of war, the death of these seven astronauts during the 
disintegration of Columbia upon its return to Earth last Saturday 
has dealt the nation a blow of most unexpected sorrow. 

The television footage of a careening shuttle dissolving into a 
fiery smear across a pale blue sky broke hearts and reminded 
everyone of the explosion of the Challenger exactly 17 years ago 
last week. The Challenger carried who was supposed to be the 
first teacher to break free from Mother Nature's selfish pull and 
swim weightlessly in the infinity of space. The Columbia carried 
the first Israeli. 4 

During the past few days, scientists ‘at NASA have worked 
tirelessly to reconstruct the final moments of Columbia, tracing 
its final journey all the way back to what now seems to have been 


a faulty lift-off on January 16. 

Should the United States continue its space program? It most 
certainly should. It is the leaps and bounds made beyond the 
stratosphere that bolster the advances in technology that sur- 
roundus. The personal computers in our homes are descendants 
of the technology that was developed to land man in space in the 
1960s. 

And Americans never give up when inflicted by tragedy and 
setbacks. 

In the years ahead, exhaustive studies will reveal what went 
wrong on board the space shuttle Columbia: Improvement will 
be made. Consequences will follow where blame leads them. 
Perhaps, though, it is a tribute to everything that NASA has also 
done brilliantly that space flights had become so routine and 
uneventful that many Americans had not even been aware that 
the Columbia had been off the ground. 

More than 30 years ago, the world marveled when Neil 

* Armstrong took one small step for man, one giant leap for 
mankind. Now, it seems, many of us are only aware of our 
astronauts’ travels when their missions become tragically in- 
complete. 

It will be quite some time before America sends another 
manned shuttle into space. When that time does come, it will be 
nice if the passion, courage, dedication and excitement felt by 
tHe shuttle’s passengers are matched by those of us whose feet 
never leave the ground. 


You really can dress for the 
weather, to a point. This unusually 
cold winter hasn’t curtailed my 
activities that much. Sure, there’s 
some inconvenience. I'm not 
thrilled with the ice-backup across 
the front door or having to shovel 
the end of my driveway for the 
umpteenth time just to be plowed 
in gain by the Lock Ness sidewalk 
monster. 

But with a warm long coat, 
mittens, hood or hat and a scarf, 
trudging around the City of Boston 
can be fun and yes, even invigorat- 
ing! (Did I really say that?) The 
streets are less crowded, and there 
are few, if any, tourists. Instead of, 
let’s say, following the Freedom 
Trailor doing something organized, 
Be Spontaneous - (Is that word 
still in the dictionary? ) If you park 
at the Commons Garage, you're at 
a central location, able to head in 
any direction. " 

What about those huge, majes- 
tic statues in the Public Gardens 
and on the Common and up and 
down Commonwealth Avenue. . . 
and elsewhere around the City? 
Just last week, while walking over 
to the North End from the garage, 
we purposely walked up to the foot 
of theimpressive, magnificent Civil 
War monument (officially called 
Soldiers and Sailors monument) 
near the Frog Pond on the Boston 
Common and stopped and paused, 
to read the inscription.

1. Does the installer account 
for weather conditions? Techni- 
cians should take temperature and 
humidity readings before every in- 
stallation. Most adhesives require 
humid conditions above 40 degrees 

F to cure properly: If outdoor con- 
ditions are too dry or too cold, 
installers should either move to a 
controlled indoor environment or 
use a special adhesive formulated 
for drier and colder conditions. 

2. Replacement or Repair? In- 
stallers and repair shops should be 
honest and inform consumers 
whether their windshield needs 
repairing or replacing. Consumers 
should consider getting a second 
opinion if they are not comfortable 
with the initial recommendation. 

3. Do they use the right adhe- 
sives? Only urethane adhesivesys- 
tems are good enough for the job. 
Watch out - an installer might use 
aurethane system, but use an infe- 
rior butyl tape to hold the wind- 
shield in place. 

4. Do they wear gloves? Oil 
and dirt from an installer’s hands 
can weaken the bond.

6. Do they apply primer? 
Primer allows the adhesive to 
harden and seal properly. 

7. Do they use proper tech- 
niques? Untrained installers might 
“close cut,” or fail to remove all of 
the residue from the old adhesive, 
applying the new adhesive on top. 
The proper method is “full cut- 
ting,” or removing as much of the 
original adhesive residue as pos- 
sible. Most major car manufactur- 
ers support and endorse the full cut 
method; some flatly reject close 
cutting. 

8. Do they remove the cowl? 
Untrained technicians might not 
removethe panel between the hood 
and the windshield, called the cowl, 
a mistake that can lead to an im- 
pure bond. 

9. Do they apply adhesive to 
corroded metal?

Wilmington Police enforce Passenger Safety Law 


WILMINGTON The 
Wilmington Police Department will 
conduct additional traffic enforce- 
ment, with special emphasis on 
safety belt and child safety seat 
violations, during Child Passenger 
Safety (CPS) Week, February 10- 
16, This enforcement initiative is 
partofthe department's participa- 
tion in the Governor’s Highway 
Safety Bureau's Click It or Ticket 
Campaign. 

“Our extra traffic enforcement 
during Child Passenger Safety 
Week will serve to remind every- 
one that Massachusetts law re- 
quires children 12 and under to be 
properly réstrainedina child safety 
Seat, booster seat or safety belt,” 
said Chief Bernard Nally. “This is 
aprimary enforcement law; which 
means an officer can stop a driver 
for just having a child passenger 12 
and under improperly restrained.” 

Under the Massachusetts Child 
Passenger Safety Law, a driver 
will be fined $25 for each child 12 
and under who is improperly re- 
strained. The Massachusetts Safety 
Belt Law applies to children 13 and 


older as well as to adults. Under 
this law there is a $25 fine for each 
unbelted person. 

“Unfortunately, some drivers 
still don’t take seriously their re- 
sponsibility for ensuring their 
young passengers are properly 
restrained

-Shred pre-approved credit card 
applications, credit card receipts, 
bills, and other financial informa- 
tion you don’t want before dispos- 
ing.in the trash or recycling bin. 

- Order a recent credit card 
report from the three major credit 
bureaus once a year to check for 
fraudulent activity or other dis- 
crepancies. 

- Sign all new credits immedi- 
ately upon receipt. 

- Report all lost or stolen credit 
cards immediately. 

~ Use caution when youdisclose 
account numbers, credit card num- 
bers, or other personal financial 
data on any web site or online 
service location unless you receive 
asecured authentication key from 


the provider.

I recall reading a newspaper 
article in which a member of the 
Board of Health prematurely pre- 
dicted that once the Department of 
Public Health had finished its study, 
there would be determined that no 
such cluster exists.

WILMINGTON - The old 
Gowing farmhouse on Park Street 
is gone. After 282 years in Wilm- 
ington, it is headed for Bar Har- 
bor, Maine. 

For thepast 60 years, the house 
was the home of the Andersens, 
David and Evelyn, and Wigo and 
Dorothy. David and Wigo were 
brothers, and Dorothy and Evelyn 
(Ross) were sisters. 


\ 

‘The Andersens bought the farm 
in 1942. They paid $500 for the 
house, barn and 46 acres. Later 
they bought the land across the 
street.and land in North Reading, 
making a total of 120 acres. 

They divided the house into 
two apartments and put on an 
addition. A third brother, Neils, 
built a house on a corner of the 
farm. Their father, Neils, cameto 
live with them about 1947. He was 


born in Copenhagen, Denmark 
and emigrated to the U.S. as a 
young man, settling on Poole 
Street in North Woburn. Woburn 


- had many Danish families 100 


years ago. 

The Andersens operated a 
large, active farm. At one time, 
they had 10,000 chickens. They 
also had, at other times, as many 
as. 5,000 pigs, 50 or 60 sheep, a 
dozen steers, a horse and a pony. 


IN YEARS GONE BY: The Gowing house had been purchased by the Andersens, who have 


live there for 60 years 


BARE BONES: The house has been stripped of its roof and exterior. Now the beams laid bare 
are waiting cataloging and disassembly, to be shipped to Maine for a rebirth. The Andersens 


hope to visit the house in it's new home some day next summer. 
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For many years, they also raised 
a large crop of vegetables. In 
later years, they still kept pigs 
but leased out the fields toa farmer 
from North Reading. 

About 1950, they had Johnny 
Cooke, the town assessor, clear 
the title to the land on the right 
hand side of Park Street. At that 
time, they owned all the land on 
that side of Park Street from the 
present-day Cornish house (next 
to Route 93) all the way to the 
North Reading line. In exchange 
for the work in clearing the title, 
they gave Cooke a large parcel of 
land which he developed, includ- 
ing all of Gowing Road, Oakridge 
Circle and Marcus Road. 

Evelyn Andersen was an art 
teacher in the Wilmington School 
System. Many generations of 
Wilmington youngsters looked for- 


ward to her visits to the various 
schools, Eventually she became 
the art director. She retired about 
25 years ago. 

David and Wigo continued to 
operate the farm until about 1970, 
when they sold most of the land as 
a subdivision. Wigo died in 1988, 
and David in 1997, 

Evelyn Andersen died a little 
over a year ago. Dorothy 
Andersen still lives nearby with 
her son Don and his wife Gwen. 

Following the death of Evelyn 
Andersen, the family decided to 
subdivide the remaining property 
into two houselots. In order to 
build the two new houses, the old 
Gowing house had to go. A dealer 
in old houses was willing to buy 
and disassemble the house. It has 
since been sold to someone who 
will reassemble it in Maine.

So today I 
put her in the 300 just in light of 
tomorrow, so it's going to be tough 
to decided what to put her indown 
the road.” 

A soccer player in the fall and 
tennis player in the spring for the 
Wildcats, Donahue hadn't com- 
peted in a winter sport until this 
year. 

“One of my friends (Wilming- 
ton first-year mile Katie Riley) 
convinced me to doit,” said Flynn 
“We decided to do it to stay in 
shape for tennis.”

SEIZING THE DAY: TAKING A MOMENT 


Reading writes 
history 

“The Board of Selectmen 
recently approved a policy 
that will establish an ad-hoc 
Local Historic District Study 
Committee (LHDSC) to 
determine if ‘portions of 
West Street and its immedi- 
ate environs from the 
Woburn City boundary to 
Willow Street’ can be deemed 
a Historic District,” notes the 
Reading edition of the “Daily 
Times Chronicle.” 

“According to the policy 
written by Town Manager 
Peter Hechenbleikner, the 
following is the path the 
LHDSC has to take in order 
to move forward in the effort 
to designate part of West 
Street as a Historic District. 

“The LHDSC will meet 
with Massachusetts 
Historical Commission 
(MHC) staff and get famil- 
iarized with their guidelines 
and relevant state laws 
regarding the creation of 
Local Historic District 
Commissions. 

“The study committee will 
then establish an informa- 
tional program for property 
owners in the proposed area 
of West Street. This includes 
property owner surveys 
informational meetings and 
site walks. 

“The study committee is 
also responsible to inform 
any and all Town depart- 
ments, boards, committees 
and commissions that would 
be affected by a Historic 
District designation. 

“A Preliminary Report 
must then be completed. The 
report will consist of the sig- 
nificance of the area in ques- 
tion, justification of the 
boundaries chosen, recom- 
mendations for the bylaw, a 
map of the proposed district 


and -a property streét*”wvhich.was overwhelmingly '' 
index and thé bylaw. ' 


“The report will be si 
mitted to the Board of 
Selectmen for review, and 
following that the report will 
be submitted to the 
Community Planning and 
Development Commission 
and the MHC. 

“When the MHC returns 
the report with its endorse- 
ment and/or recommenda- 
tions, the Selectmen will hold 
a public hearing. Potentially 
affected pr owners will 
be notified by mail at least 
two weeks prior to the public 
hearing. 

“From there, a final report 
complete with a map of the 
area will be developed as 
well as a potential Town 
Meeting Warrant article. 

“The article will need a 
two-thirds majority vote at a 
future Town Meeting...” 


Lynnfield supports

“Town Meeting voiced its 
continued support for the 
Senior Center by an over- 
whelming vote of 402 to 32,” 
notes the “Lynnfield 
Villager.” 

“A large portion of the 
Town Meeting crowd of 434 
were senior citizens.

Some 
$254,000 was allocated for the 
increase in personnel for two 
years at the two buildings, 
$50,000 for moving expenses, 
and $80,000 for busing, leav- 
ing $116,000 for building 
repairs at the two buildings. 

“One space would save the 
transportation expenses and 
decrease the moving costs, 
said director of finance Sam 
Rippin. ‘I had to explore 
some grade configurations,’ 
said McManus, referring to 
how she would fit all class- 
rooms in one building. 

“"It will fit,’ she said, 
explaining that one modular 
classroom would have to be 
used and some current first 
graders would have to move 
into the multiage program 
next year. McManus said she 
has already sent a letter to 
first-grade parents to find 
interested volunteers. 

“She has also considered 
cutting some programs and 
covering some larger class- 
rooms with aides, but ‘my 
decision will be based on 
what is educationally best 
for the children,’ McManus

tion between the request to 
school/district priorities and 
goals; the amount of time the 
teacher will miss school and 
not teach vs. the perceived 
value and impact on teach- 
ing and learning; equitable 
access to opportunities for 
administrative leave over 
time; discuptions to sched- 
ules and the extent of needed 
coverage; the value of the 
program; and the availability 
of comparable programs 
offered locally. 

“With a number of study 
committee members also in 
attendance, Burlington High 
Principal Linda Hayes out- 
lined proposed changes for 
the school’s means of deter- 
mining grade point average, 
graduation requirements, 
and course of studies for the 
2003-2004 academic year. 

“According to the propos- 
al, starting with the Class of 
2007, grade point average 
would be used to determine 
class rank. Grade point aver- 
age would be based on stu- 
dent performance in all 
courses having a level desig- 
nation and using the tradi- 
tional letter marking system. 
The GPA would continue to 
be a weighted formula.
